Conditions Do Not Grow 


Worse In Lasl Month

of federal reserve agents show that 
there has probably thus far been over 
anxiety and exaggeration with respect 
to thisY matter 
Fiom several manu- 
facturing districts it is leported that 
labor conditions are far from satisfac- 
:ory 
and that there is considerable un- 
employment, but it is also noted that 
:he condition does not seem to have 
jrown worse during February." 
It appears that the sutplus of labor 
s smallest in the south and southwest 
where there are no indications of any 
reduction in the wage scale while in 
the north and east employes are de- 
manding higher wages, iiotwithstand- 
ng the existence of considerable un- 
employment. 
There is as yet no general revision 


of wages downward although there are 
indications of a tendency to let wages 
settle to a definite level which shall 
without question be higher than that 
exis'fing before the war 
There has 


been a tendency to provide labor for a 
greater number of persons by elimi- 
nating overtime or establishing .short 
time 


The textile industry presents one of 
the most difficult problems, says the 
report. 
In New England curtailment 


of woolen mill production still is in 
progress and in the Philadelphia re- 
gion readjustment in textile production 
is proceeding with values unsettled. In 
New England the cotton market is re- 
ted^at a complete standstill so far 
as raw material is concerned, 
while 


mills are operating only a few days a 
week. 
Raw material for leather and 
shoes is reported higher than when 
the armistice was signed, says the re- 
port, "and b> some is it predicted that 
the price of shoes will advance rather 
than decline " 
•*Banking conditions in general show 
a condition of greater ease," the board 
said,

some 
accumulation of 


funds at centers and a strong tendency 
on the part of money hoarded to re- 
turn to the banks 
According to some 


bankers estimates the amount of hoard- 
ed money that has been returned to 
banks since the armistice would ag-

Several speak 
ers supported the views of Erzberger 
but the majority argued that the Polisi 
attitude toward Germany was one o; 
injustice and ingratitude. 
Herr Erzberger said that the treat 
ment of the Poles by the old govern 
ment hud created a problem where 
otherwise, there wou'i have been none 
He said that the present governmen 
was concerned v.-ith the situation in the 
east as earnestly as its critics and was 
anxious to help the Germans in Ger 
man 
Poland. The 
speaker 
said he 


wished that Germany had been fairet 
to the Poles at the beginning of th 
present situation which in that case 
now would be more favorable to Ger- 
many. 
The government, the speaker con 


tinued. intended to make demands for 
the protection of the German minori- 
ties in other state, but it cannot claim 
this right unless the Germans protect 
the minority populations in Germany. 
Herr Erzberger concluded by saying 
that the behavior of the German troops 
in November had hurt German prestige 
with the Poles greatly. He mentionerl 
that in one instance several thousand 
German soldiers and officers had fled 
before 800 poorly-armed and poorly-dis- 
ciplined Poles.

The 
League 
of Xations 
question 


should be debated in every 
village. 


Speakers for and against the project 
should be heard. 


Here in Licking county let all re- 


alize that this question comes home 
into daily life. 
This community can- 


not be happy and prosperous while 
threatened by the 
possibility of war. 


It must give its most serious thought 
to the question of the best means for 
averting war. Is the proposed League 
organization the most hopeful sugges- 
tion, or some other form of associa- 
tion, or no such 
organization at all? 


All elements of business men's asso- 
ciations, ministers, labor unions, wo- 
men's clubs, should discuss it. express 
their conclusions by resolutions and 
forward the same to their senators.

The greatest immediate danger that 


confronts the statemen who are en- 
deavoring to re-establish the world on 
a working basis is the complex up- 
neaval in what was the German em- 
pire. It is of the utmost importance 
that the peace terms be fixed and pre- 
sented for the signature of representa- 
tives of an established German govern- 
ment. 
The delegates at Paris 
have 


been doing their best to expedite the 
drawing of a peace treaty, ana their 
efforts will doubtless be spurred by the 
recent news from Germany. There is 
every indication that the Ebert-Scheide- 
mann government must fight for its 
very life with the chances against its 
survival. 


If 
the Ebert-Scheidemann 
govern- 


ment falls it seems almost inevitable 
that Germany will disintegrate into a 
choatic condition similar to that of 
bolshevized Russia. 
Out-and-out Bol- 
shevists will doubtless control many of 
the 
centers 
of population. 
Socialist 


groups, more or less radical, may hold 
sway elsewhere: while it is conceivable 
that in Bavaria a so-called bourgeois 
administration might be established in 
opposition to the Bolshevists who for 
the present hold sway in Munich. That 
any 
centralized government, holdirig 
authority over all of Germany, could 
be built on the ruins of the Ebert- 
Scheidemann regime, is almost incon- 
ceivable. 
The democratic nations have little 
reason to commend the present German 
administration. 
It has showed little 
appreciation of Germany's plight. 
It 


has been weak in its dealings with 
bolshevism. It has sought the favor of 
the old imperial clique. It has talked 
big and boastfully and has done little. 
Despite all this the entente nations and 
he United States would regard the 
all of Ebert as a catastrophe. 
What 


vould come after Ebert would be worse 
eyond comparison. 
if the peace treaty can be prepared 
nd presented in the near future it is 
nought possible that the Ebert govern- 
ment may be strengthened. 
In that 


ase the way will be opened for the 
jeginning of German industrial rehab- 
litation. the blockade will be raised, 
ind the prospect of better times may 
allay the discontent and more than 
•ounterbalance the resentment 
which 


may be felt against the military terms, 
n .any event, the treaty will be signed 
jy a responsible government, and will 
hus be considered binding, regardless 
of future developments or even the dis- 
appearance of Germany as a political 
unit.

ENEMY OFFICERS 


SALUTE YANKEES 


Try to Dodge Order By Ap- 


pearing In Civilian Attire 
But Practice Is Stopped. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Coblenz, Wednesday, March 5.—All 
lerman officers and men on duty in 
he zone occupied bj the Americans 
nust wear uniforms when they appear 
n the street, according to an order 
ffective Thursday issued by General 
Jickman today. The order is a result 
f a tendency on the part of certain 
Serman senior officers to wear civilian 
ic-thes because of their dislike to being 
ompelled by a general order issued 
ome time ago to salute all American 
fficers. 
The Germans claimed that it
